Arrangement for Hog 
Feeding Quite 
H andy 


Ori'nnated and Used at IUI- 
njis Ex pjriment Statio n. 


A handy arrangement for feeding 
hogs originated and used at the Bii- 
nois agricultural experiment station 
farm is shown herewith. 
It consi-.is 
of a concrete feeding floor 12 feet wide 
and 14 feet long and two concrete 
troughs each 12 feet long made sep­ 
arate from the floor. 
At the outside 
corners of the troughs four posts are 
set in the concrete floor. 
To theSc 
are 
spiked 
2 
by 
8 -incli 
pieces 
which 
support 
panels 
which 
can 
be swung over the troughs. 
This 
feature enables the herdsman to keep 
the hogs away from the trough while 
it is being filled. 
A strap iron fixture 
holds the panel in the position de­ 
sired. 
One of the easiest improvements for 
the hog raiser to build Is a concrete 
feeding floor; and it will bring him 
quicker and larger returns for the 
money invested than any other part of 
his hog raising equipment. 
Loss of 
valuable feed is prevented when hogs 
are fed on a concrete floor. 
Considerable time and labor will be 
saved if the feeding floor is located 
near tbe corncrib or granary . 
It is 
desirable to place the feeding floor or> 
flu* south or east side of the 
co rncrib 
or hoghouse, its it will then be largely 
protected from cold winds. 
The loca­ 
tion selected should be well drained. 
Where the ground is firm and well 
drained, concrete may be laid directly

upon the soil after ail grass, roots and 
other perishable matter have been re­ 
moved and the area brought to proper 
level and firmly compacted. 
Concrete feeding floors should be 
made not less than four inches thick. 
What is known as one-course construc­ 
tion, which means the same mixture 
of concrete throughout, should be used. 
The mixture should be a 1:2:3, which 
means one sack of portlund cement to 
two cubic feet of clean, wvel I-graded 
sand, to three cubic feet of clean peb 
Dies or broken stone not to exceed 1ta 
inches in diameter. 
Two-inch lumber
